CHAPTER 100.

[Published March 28, 1868.)

AN ACT to amend chapter eighty-nine of the geuneral laws of
1862, entitled “an act to authorize the investment of the school
funds in the bonds of the state.”

The le of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
atepzo.fd assembly, do enact as follo’wc : :

SkctioR 1. Section onc of chapter eighty-nine of
the general laws of 1862, entitled * an act to authorize
the investment of the school fand in the bonds of the
state,” is hereby amended, so as to read as follows:
“The commissioners of the school and university lands
are hereby authorized and directed to invest, in prefer-
ence to all other loans and investments, the principal of
the school fund now in the treasury, or which may be
hereafter paid in, in the bonds of the state of Wiscon-
sin. Interest shall be paid on the funds so invested,
at the rate of seven per centum per annum, on the thir-
ty-first day of May, in each year; and a sum sufficient
to pay such interest is hereby annually appropriated
out of the state treasury for that purpose.”

Secrron 2. This act shall take effect from and af-.
ter its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 101.
[ Published Mareh 81, 1868.

AN ACT to provide for the application of the five per cent. col-
lection fees on delinquent taxes, in the counties of Calumet and
Wood.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, representod in sem-
ale and assembly, do enact as follows :

Skctror 1.  The five per cent. collection fees on taxes
returned as delinquent, in the countiesof Calamet and
Wood, pursuant to section ninety-five of chapter eigh-
teen of the revised statutes, for the years 1840, 13861
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and 1862, and all such collection fees which may here-
after be returned as delinquent to the county treasur-
ers of said counties of Calumet and Wood, pursuantto
said section ninety-five, for any year or years subse-
quent to 1862, are hereby declared to belong to the
town treasurers making return thereof ; and the county
treasurers of said counties are hereby authorized and
required to pay to each of the town treasurers of their
counties returning any of such collection fees as afore-
said, the amount of such collection fees so returned by
such town treasurer. The sums so paid, evidenced by
the receipts of the town treasurers, shall be allowed to
said county treasurers on settlement of their accounts
with their counties.

SgcrioN 2. Section ninety-seven of said chapter Notepplicabia
eighteen of the revised statutes, shall not apply to the
counties of Calumet and Wood.

Secrion 8. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
